Gasoline/Ethanol blends 

Blends of unleaded gasoline and ethanol 
(grain alcohol), also known as gasohol, are 
commercially available in certain areas 
Blends of this type may be used in your 
vehicle if they are no more than 10% atha 
nol. Make sure this gasoline-ethanol blend 
has octane ratings no lower than those 
recommended for the gasoline

The fuel tank has an air space to 
allow for fuel expansion in hot 
weather. If you continue to add fuel 
after the filler nozzle has automati- 
cally shut off or an initial blowback 
occurs, the air chamber will become 
full. Exposure to heat when fully 
fuelled in this manner will result in 
leakage due to fuel expansion. To 
prevent such fuel leakage, stop filling 
after the filler nozzle has automati- 
cally shut off, or when using an alter- 
native non-automatic system, initial 
vent blowback occurs.

Servicing the air bag system 
If the air bags inflate, have the air bags 
and related components replaced by an 
authorized SUZUKI dealer as soon as pos- 
sible. 


If your vehicle ever gets in deep water and 
the driver's floor is submerged, the air bag 
controller could be damaged. If it does, 
have the air bag system inspected by the 
SUZUKI dealer as soon as possible. 


Special procedures are required for servic- 
ing or replacing an air bag. For that rea- 
son, only an authorized SUZUKI dealer 
should be allowed to service or replace 
your air bags. Please remind anyone who 
services your SUZUKI that it has air bags. 


Service on or around air bag components 
or wiring must be performed only by an 
authorized SUZUKI dealer. Improper ser- 
vice could result in unintended air bag 
deployment or could render the air bag 
inoperative.

ABS will help you avoid skidding by elec- 
tronically controlling braking pressure. It 
will also help you maintain steering control 
when braking on slippery surfaces or when 
braking hard. 

The ABS works automatically, so you do 
not need any special braking technique. 
Just push the brake pedal down without 
pumping. The ABS will operate whenever 
it senses that the wheels are locking up.

Improving Fuel Economy

The following instructions will help you 
improve fuel economy. 


Avoid excessive idling 

If you are to wait for more than a minute 
while you are parked, stop the engine and 
start it in later. When warming up a 
cold engine, do not allow the engine to idle 
or apply full throttle until Ше engine has 
reached operating temperature. Allow the 
engine to warm up by driving. 


Avoid "fast" starts 
Fast starts away from lights or stop signs

Under wet road conditions you should 
drive at a lower speed than on dry roads 
due to possible slippage of tires during 
braking.

Tire Chains (if equipped) 


Tire chains should only be used if they are 
needed to increase traction or are required 
by law. Make sure that the chains you use 
are the correct size for your vehicle's tires.

Common causes of corrosion 

1) Accumulation of road salt, dirt, mois- 
ture, or chemicals in hard-to-reach 
areas of the vehicle underbody or 
frame. 

2) Chipping, scratches and any damage to 
treated or painted metal surfaces 
resulting from minor accidents or abra- 
sion by stones and gravel. 


Environmental conditions which accel- 

erate corrosion 

1) Road salt, dust control chemicals, sea 
air or industrial pollution will all acceler- 
ate the corrosion of metal. 

2) High humidity will increase the rate of 
corrosion particularly when the tem- 
perature range is just above the freez- 
ing point. 

3) Moisture in certain areas of a vehicle 
for an extended period of time may pro- 
mote corrosion even though other body 
sections may be completely dry.

4) High temperatures will cause an ace! 
erated rate of corrosion to parts of the 
vehicle which are not well ventilated to 
permit quick drying. 


This information illustrates the necessity of 
keeping your vehicle (particularly the 
underbody) as clean and dry as possible. It 
is equally important to repair any damage 
to the paint or protective coatings aS soon 
as possible. 





How to Help Prevent Corrosion 





Wash your vehicle frequently | 

The best way to preserve the finish on your 
vehicle and to help avoid corrosion is to 
keep it clean with frequent washing. 

Wash your vehicle at least once during the 
winter and once immediately after the win- 
ter. Keep your vehicle, particularly the 
underside, as clean and dry as possible. 

If you frequently drive on salted roads, 
your vehicle should be washed at least 
once a month during the winter. If you live 
near the ocean, your vehicle should be 
washed at least once a month throughout 
the year.

Moisture, dirt or mud can accumulate 
under the floor mats and may cause сото 
sion.
